ELFAST (Ireland) March 22.—

Gen. Sir Arthur Paget, command- 
ing the troops in Ireland, had them 
paraded and told them, according to 
the letter, that he had “an express 
order and request from the King to 
ask every officer to go as ordered, 
that they might never be called upon 
to fight and that if they refused to 
go there might be a mutiny in the 
army, which would mean a revolu- 
tion in England, and in six months 
there would be no King and no army.” 
Despite this appeal all officers re- 
fused to reconsider their resignations. 
A general officer of high standing in 
the regular army was offered the 
post of commander-in-chief of the 
force which is to operate against 
the Ulster volunteers. When he de-

City Gas Inspector Takes a Poke 
at the State Railroad Commission. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. ! 

LONG BEACH, March 22.—More 
than 500 persons were turned away 
this afternoon at the opening serv- 
ices in the new First Church of Christ 
Scientist, on Elm avenue, near Fourth 
street. The immense auditorium, 
used for the first time for services, 
held 1200 of the Scientist faith as 
Reader Cheney opened the service. 
Although there was no regular dedi- 
cation programme, the gathering of 
members of the church at 3 p.m. was 
impressive, and full of interest, sig- 
nalizing a triumphant fruition of 
Plans, laid twelve years ago, when 
the first group of Scientists 
a church. 
The classic struct 
nue cost $83,000, 
valued at $10,000. The congrega- 
tion purchased the site in February, 
1912, and ‘in March of last year the 
handsome structure was begun. 
Either of three entrances between 
imposing columns leads one into the 
first foyer, and from there into the 
spacious auditorium, tinted in rich 
brown, and beautifuly decorated. The 
pipe organ, presided over by Miss 
Goodwin of Pasadena, is hidden be- 
hind the pulpit, only the consol being 
visible. Prof. Clifford Swan of New 
York arranged the acoustics of the 
church perfectly, the ceiling being 
heavily coffered. 
The Sunday-school room is 72x80 
feet in area, and there is a directors’ 
room, the first reader's room, treas- 
urer’s room and checkroom, all elab- 
orately furnished. 
The Christian Scientists of Long 
Beach formed an organization known 
as “A Christian Science Association,” 
on February 19, 1902. There were 
seventeen ‘persons in the first or- 
ganization. They met in a little build- 
ing on the corner of Third street and 
Cedar avenue, called “The Barnacle.” 
In June, 1902, the present First 
Church of Christ Scientist was 
formed. Soon the membership in- 
creased so rapidly that new quarters 
in Chapel Hall were occupied. In 
February, 1911, the Congregational 
chapel, situated at No. 44 East Fourth 
street, was rented, and the church 
sought and found the present 

te. 


OBJECTS TO METHOD. 

O. R. Cline, City Gas Inspector, ob- 
jects to the State Railroad Commis- 
sion’s method of attempting to fix 
rates for natural and artificial gas 
delivered at the city limits. In a 
lengthy protest to the commission he 
says that the contract entered into 
between the Southern California Gas 
Company and the Long Beach Con- 
solidated Gas Company should not be 
used as a basis for fixing a rate, 
Legause Long Beach people were not 
pari °s to this contract, and should 
not be bound by it. 

He also strenuously objects to the 
attempt on the part of the Commis- 
sion to saddle onto Long Beach the 
Los Angeles 4 per cent. franchise tax, 
and brands as discriminatory the 
rate thus proposed for Long Beach by 
contrast with those offered other 
cities in the Los Angeles district. 
Cline reports an extreme variation in 
the heating qualities of gas served 
here within the last month. The 
standard required is 600 British units, 
while but 544 units were registered 
on some days. But tests made re- 
cently show the company doing bet- 
ter than usual, 930 units being regis- 
tered a few days ago.

San Dimas is on 
a sharp grade considerably above 
Azusa, and in some manner the air 
brakes “bled” or leaked, and allowed 
the nineteen cars and caboose to slide 
back down the grade toward Azusa. 

When the train crew of the local 
returned in five minutes after cutting 
off, the cars were gone. There is no 
night operator there and it seemed 
inevitable that the heavily laden 
cars would crash into the work train 
at Butler, causing death and destruc- 
tion among the crew of the train and 
the laborers on the track beyond, ab 
there was absolutely no way of warn- 
ing the men below. 

OPEN SWITCH. 

The crew of the local proceeded ag 
rapidly as possible back to Azusa, 
and were flagged by the work crew. 
The open switch at the Azusa “Y" had 
ditched the runaway and had averted 
a far more terrible wreck which 
would almost certainly have cost 
many lives, as the runaway, when it 
struck the — at Azusa, was rup- 
ning at a speed of eighty miles an 
hour, according to Marshall, the fire- 
man of the work train, and gathering 
momentum with every turn of the 
wheels. Had not the switch been 
open it would have crashed into the 
work train at Buer and the seventy- 
five Mexicans. 

So great was the shock when the 
cars left the track on the short curve 
of the siding that flying wood and 
steel cut a number of telegraph wires 
forty feet above the roadbed. It was 
not until 11:30 o'clock yesterday that 
the wrecking crew, rushed to the 
scene, succeeded in clearing the line 
for the day trains. 

Fireman Marshall of the work 
train believes that the crushing of 
the Mexican’s finger at Butler was

OR the first time in nine months 

Mrs. Nathan Straus appeared in 

public yesterday afternoon at a 
reception tendered her and her hus- 
band at Bnal B’rith Hall, No. 711 
West Seventeenth street, by the Jew- 
ish organizations of the city. Mrs. 
Straus has been ill for almost a year 
and has been confined to her room 
at the Huntington Hotel since her 
arrival in Southern California. 

The noted philanthropist and his 
wife were given a hearty reception by 
about 500 friends. Mrs. Straus was 
presented with a number of floral 
gifts and received the congratula- 
tions of numerous persons upon her 
recovery. 

The reception, which was informal, 
was preceded by a meeting at which 
several speakers were heard. Marco 
R. Newmark presided at the gather- 
ing.

Straus, who is known to be a man 
of deeds rather than of words, re- 
luctantly consented to speak. He 
said that he dislikes to speak in pub- 
lic and that he usually refraina. 

“IT ask you to judge me by actions 
rather than words,” Straus said. 1 
have made it the rule of my lite to 
do little talking but much acting.

“Were it not for a slight misfor- 
tune I would be in Palestine now 
rather than in Southern California. ! 
am deeply interested in my work 
there. I may say in reference to 
my beliefs that I am a religious 
Zionist rather than a political Zionist. 
In other words, I'm an idealist. 

“I can understand why some Jews 
in America do not wish to join the 
Zionist movement and go to Pales- 
tine, but you must remember that 
all of the Jews of the world are not 
as fortunate as those in America. 
Remember that Jews are being driven 
out of Russia and that they are home- 
lens and without a native land. Yow 
can see that Palestine appeals to 
these Jews differently than it does 
to our people in this country. 

“Bince you and other friends 80 
heartily approve of what I am trying. 
to do in the Holy Land I feel con- 
strained to announce that I shall de- 
vote the rest of my life to this work.” 

Rabbi Heeht delivered an address 
in which he spoke of the interna- 
tional reputation of Mr. and Mrs. 
Straus and of their many good deeds. 

“That which makes the names of 
Mr. and Mrs. Stfaus known through 
the world is their unselfish devotion 
to humanity—their constant striving 
to better the conditions of the race. 
I need not tell you what they have 
done because you already know. 
Everybody knows that they have 
made it their business to spread com- 
fort to sad hearts. 

“IT fancy that you will with 
me in belleving that the m worthy 
of their many good works is that de- 
voted to decreasing the mortality of 
infants. Thousands of mothers today 
are grateful to them for the life of 
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children's bread and to cast it to the 
dogs. Upon the face of it, that cer- 
tainly sounds mot only harsh, but 
cruel. 

“But Jesus was simply acting «a 
part. He was testing her. He could 
feel the intense fire of her heart and 


detect the grit of her nature, and to 


call it out, to give the disciples the 
benefit of it, to impress its worth for- 
ever upon the women and give it dis- 
tinction in the sight of the world. He 
resisted her appeal. She was given a 
bitter schooling, but the diploma Jesus 
at length conferred upon her juati- 
fied the course required. 

“Jesus was wrestling with her, not 
compelling her to wrestle with him. 
He was not waiting for her to break 
down any opposition on His part; it 
was her opposition He was seeking to 
She was a Gentile, that is to 
say, a heathen. She came to Him as 
an alien. Her chief concern was her 
daughter. He would become to her a 
chiefer concern. He would show her 
that the mere asking of a favor was 
not enough. Everything depended 
upon the manner of her asking— 
what she meant by it: how much of 
her deepest nature she was putting 
into it. And when by her importunity 
she gave proof of her sincerity and 
faith, He healed her daughter; He 
did more, He healed her and gave her 
a high place in His kingdom. 

“You have thought that God was 
unfriendly to you. He has seemed 
stolid, immovable, disinclined to grant 
you His favor. Has it only increased 
your importunity and led you to draw 
the closer to Him? or has it turned 
you against Him? He intended the 
former and when His intention is 
realized, His favor is assured. When 
we show Him we are eager to receive 
His blessing, He shows us that He is 
much more eager to bestow it.” 


REV, F. W. BURNHAM. 
TO FOLLOW DUTY EVEN TO THE 


At the Wilshire-boulevard Christian 
Church yesterday morning the pas- 
tor, Rev. Frederick W. Burnham, 
preached the second of his lenten 
messages, the theme bei “Jesus 
Going Up to Jerusalem to . 
Burnham said in part: 

“AS we approach the — K time it 
is fitting that we try an to com- 
prehend the significance of those 
events which gathered about the Mas- 
ters last days upon the earth. In 
the text (Mark x:32,) we have a 
graphie picture of Jesus's approach 
to His suffering. Me was with His 
disciples in Perea. They were in 
the way going up to Jerusalem. 
Plunged in meditation Jesus strode 
ahead of the twelve. The shadow 
of coming events was upon His face. 
His face was set steadfastly to o 
to Jerusalem. The sublime dignity 
of His determination amazed the dis- 
ciples and threw a spell of awe and 
fear over the multitude which fol- 
lowed; that silent fear which a crowd 
feels when people see that their 
leader is facing for them issues which 
they do not comprehend. Presently 
as they paused for rest Jesus began 
to tell the disciples what weighed 
upon His mind, the things which 
were about to happen to Him. 

“In this brief, striking picture there 
is for us a glimpse into the Lord's 
* and life which we may well pon- 
er. 

First we are reminded that Jesus 
is carrying out a well-defined and 
thoroughly understood programme. 
He understands the issue of this trip 
to Jerusalem. The events which 
follow are no surprise to Him. 
He does not change His purpose at 
any point. His arrest, trial and exe- 
cution do not constitute an unavold- 
able catastrophe which overwhelms 
Him. While the issue is not one 
which He seeks, yet it is one which 
He foresees, understands and is de- 
termined to face. Life's mission, for 
Him, has been so thoroughly en- 
grossed in the Will of God that even 
suffering and death are eompre- 


cup which my Father gives me, shall 
I not drink it?’ 

“On the other hand we behold the 
perfectly normal human elements 
which enter into this tragic experi- 
ence. The virility of will with which 
He holds to His onward course indi- 
cates the. undertow of human dread 
and shrinking against which He 
struggles. Suffering for Jesus was 
terribly real. His mental agony was 
even more acute than the physical. 
It is doubtful whether we can esti- 
mate the poignancy of that anguish 
which wrung from his heart the cry, 
‘If it be possible let this cup pass 
from me.“ This is not rebellion nor 
despair; but the natural shrinking of 
His sensitive nature from the dread- 
ful ordeal. 

“Why then did He go to Jerusalem 


to die? He knew the danger. He 
shrank from the suffering. He could 
have escaped. Why, then, go? For 


loyalty and for love. He had made 
the doing of God's will His master- 
passion. It must be so for other 
men. He could count nothing bet- 
ter for Himself. or for the race of 
men, than the will of God. Perfect 
obedience had wrought perfect faith. 
Undying love for men, for all men, 
who can be saved only as they are 
saved by truth and love, could not 
avoid the cross. ese motives held 
Him to His course. These glorious 
attributes flash out from the shadow 
of the cross, as a corona from the 
umbra of an eclipse.”

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 
NECKSSARY TO DO AND SUFFER IX 
ORDER TO BE TKTE FOLLOWERS 
OF JESUS CHRIST. 

At the First Presbyterian Church 
yesterday, Dr. Campbell, the pastor,

“History would be ropbed of its 
inspiration toward noble living if we 
should be deprived of the knowledge 
which comes to us of men whose 
faith and determination to serve the 
Christ led them through difficult 
Ways and perilérs paths. The noble 
army of martyrs walked in the nar- 
row way of which Jesus speaks and

UNION-AVENUE CHURCH. 
RELIGIOUS MEETIN 
RACTED ENO! ‘on To BRE 
SPELL OF THE WORLD. 

At the Union-avenue Methodist 
Episcopal Church yesterday, the pas- 
tor, Rev. John M. Barnhart, spoke on 
the subject, “The Need of the Pro- 
tracted’ Religious Meetings He said 
in part: 

“Speaking through the prophet 
Isaiah, the Lord says, ‘Incline ‘your 
ear, and come unto me: hear and 
your soul shall live; and I will make 
an everlasting covenant with you.’ 

“God does not force Himself upon 
His people. God is abundantly able 
and eager to bless and save men and 
women and children. His children 
must be willing to be saved, willing 
to receive biessing. 

“Giving careful consideration and 
thought to religious truth is an im- 
portant part of this willingness. How- 
ever great or powerful God may be. He 
cannot save people who give little 
heed to His voice, or refuse altogether 
to hear. 

“The purpose of protracted religious 
meetings is to break the spell of the 
world’s charm, fix the attention upon 
eternal issues of the soul, and help the 
people to incline the ear to God's 
voice. 

“In physics we have the law of im- 
penetrability, which means that mat- 
ter has a property that makes it im- 
possible for two bodies to occupy the 
same portion of space at the same 
time. The study of psychology reveals 
a law which ‘makes it impossible for 
two thoughts to have controlling in- 
fluence at the same time. When one 
though controls, other thoughts are 


linhibited. In time of battle soldiers have 


been under such strong excitement 
and possessed so thoroughly by the 
common idea of victory that inspired 
— troops, that mortally-wounded 
men have gone on fighting, not know- 
ing that they were injured. 

“The minds of men are so complete- 
ly occupied with the thoughts of the 
battle of life hat they seldom think 
protractedly or seriously about re- 
ligious truth. The thought of man is 
concentrated upon his struggle for 
bread and butter, clothes, a decent 
place to live, and an opportunity to be 
educated; or upon his ambition to be 
successful, or his desire to appear as 
well in society as his neighbor, or his 
interest in amusements. 

“We live in a day of hurry and haste 
and speed and swiftness. We rush to 
our work and rushito our play. We 
rush to our church and rush away, We 
rush to the social tea and rush to the 
resort by the sea. We rush into matri- 
mony and rush out again. We rush 
through the day and rush through the 
night. Some rush the growler and 
others rush the season, and others 
would have us rush to arms. 

“The object of the protracted’ meet- 
ing is to check the people long enough 
for them to think of their relation to 
Almighty God. 

»The Bible contains the glad word 
of redemption which is able to save 
a million worlds. His name shall be 
called Jesus, for He shall save His 
people from their sins. 

“What does the Lord say? ‘If the 
wicked turn away from all the sins 
that he hath committeed and do 
that which is lawful and right he 
shall surelv live. I have no pleasure 
in the death of the wicked, but that 
ne should turn away from his way and 
live.” 

“Religious meetings need to he 
protracted enough to get people to 
bear and heed the old truth of re- 
demption through Jesus Christ”

MARRIED MAN WHO COVETS 
NEIGHBOR'S WIFE 


Last night at Temple Auditorium, 
Dr. Brougher, the pastor, preached 
on the subject, “Covetousness—Why 
He Wanted His Neighbor's Wife.” He 
said in part: 

“Thou shalt not covet. 

“Take heed and beware of covet- 
ousness. 

“Moses and Jesus Christ both 
looked upon covetousness as an out- 
rageous sin. They regarded it as the 
root of all sins. és 

“It makes no differénce what may 
be the name attached to the evil, it 
can be tracked back to the one root, 


covetousness. ‘Fornication, unclean- 
liness, lasciviousness, idolatory, sor- 
cery, enmities, atrife, jealousies, 


wrath, factions, divisions, parties, en- 
vyings, drunkenness, revelings and 
such like are all the fruit of covet- 
ousness.’ 

“Tf we are ever to get rid of covet- 
ousness, it will only be when we can 
extract it from the very center of 
our being. 0 

“It is a terrific sin: of all hidden. 
secret sins that are common to the 
heart of man, none is more nearly 
universal or more deadly than the 
sin of covetousneas. The very fact 
that it is a secret, semi-respectable sin 
makes it the more difficult to reach. 

“a church will exclude its mem- 
bers for the sins that disgrace—but 
who ever heard of a man being ex- 
cluded from a church for being cov- 
etous? 

“The nature of covetousness is seen 
in the—catalogue of evils to which it 
leads. For a few moments, there- 
fore, let us study its chief character- 
istics: 

“Tt ignores the highest good of the 
individual. It has been proven time 
and time again that real selfishness 
will defeat its own ends. No man can 
achieve the highest greatness nor the 
truest good by living a purely selfish 
life. 
“Covetousness ignores the good of 
one's neighbor. 

“Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 


bor's things. 
“Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
hor’s wife. Now it is perfectly 


proper for a man to desire one wife. 
God intended that one man and one 
woman should be natural affinities and 
by the added bond of true love be 
united and form a home. The di- 
vorce court records in many instances 
reveal the fact, however, that lots of 
men and women are not content with 
their own companions, but prefer the 
companionship of a neighbor's hus- 
band or wife. Of course, this com- 
mandment would be unnecessary U 
the neighbor's wife were extremely 
homely and cross and crabbed. I 
have no hesitation in saying that nine 
hundred and ninety-nine times out 
of a thousand the man who deserts 
his wife does so for another woman, 
and that selfishness and lust and pure 
devilishness cause the desertion. No 
doubt there are cases where couples 
are absolutely incompatible of temper, 
temperament and general disposition 
—they ought never to have been mar- 
ried in the first place— but in most 
cases where a man or a Woman de- 
serts the home and seeks the com- 
panionship of another, it is due to sin 
and sin alone. Thou shalt not de- 
stroy thy neighbor's happiness. Think 
of the stupendous wickedness of a 
man who has found his own life un- 
happy with his wife, trying to satisfy 
his own selfish desire for happiness 


by robbing his neighbor of his happi- 


ness. If there is one hell hotter than 
another, I believe the hottest hell of 
the present or the future will be for 
that man wh unhappy in his own 
family relations, tries to secure hap- 
piness in.the destruction of his neigh- 
bor’s happiness.”

DR. TILROE. 

BOYLE HEIGHTS CHURCH. 
HUMANITARIAN IDEALS OF THIS AGE 
POSSIBLE BECAUSE OF BREADTH 
OF JESUS LIFE. 

At the Boyle Heights M. k. Church 
the pastor, Rev. W. E. Tilroe, D.D., 
spoke yesterday on the subject, 
Great Democrat,” and from the text, 
“fl am the vine, ye are the branches.” 

In part he said: 

“Except as an infant in arma, Jesus 
of Nazareth was never a hundred 
miles from the place where he was 
born. He was a carpenter chained 
to his bench and the toil of his local 
town. By the same token he was 
not widely trained in books. The 
cosmopolitan drift of Roman civiliza- 
tion about him was constantly modi- 
ned by Jewish dislike and prejudice. 
The more one studies the problem 
the greater the marvel that so hope- 
less a provincial should have evolved 
into the one great democrat of al! 
time. Yet so it is. Where racial 
prejudice was bitter beyond all copy 
he was kind to Roman, Samaritan and 
Jew alike. Where social dominance 
was an ambition, rich and poor, 
rulers and common people, wise and 
ignorant, were his friends. Wherd 
ethical distinction was at high pre- 
mium publicans and sinners, thieves 
and harlots were welcome in His 
presence if He might do them good. 
The world was in His heart. His 
thought was with humanity. His 
programme was planetary. His hopes 
and prayers were with the ends of 
the earth. 

“That our age of democracy should 
be an age to study this man is noth- 
ing strange. That noon should fol- 
low morning is no surprise. There 
is a noon because there is a morn- 
ing. Our day has come to democracy 
precisely because there lived and 
taught the great Democrat. That 
men are thinking today they will 
worship tomorrow. 

“The vine and the branches is not 
a story for Jews or even for good 
men. It is a tale for men. There 
is no branch except as the vine has 
put it forth. The responsibility of 
mankind is not that it shall get into 


the vine. Its one care is to abide 
in the vine. If it abide and bear 
fruit all is well forever and for- 
ever. There is no withering nor 


burning for any man if he will stay 
and thrive where God Almighty puts 
him. Sin is abnormal. It is more 
natural to stay by the vine and 
bear fruit than to do anything else.

At St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral yes- 
terday Dean MacCormack preachéd 


on Micah vi 10-11: Are there yet 

treasures of wickedness in the house 

of the wicked and a scant increase 

that is abominable? Shall I be pure 

with wicked balances and with a bag 

of deceitful weights?” He said in 
rt: 


“We must allow for the fact that 
the writer in this particular scrip- 
ture is using language that is mere 
or less of @ figurative character. But 
it must be evident to all that he is 
calling attention to the sin of dis- 
honesty that permeates the life of the 
age to which he belongs as it perme- 
ates the life of the age that now is. 

“This practice of scant measure 
with its bag of deceitful weights is 
the vice that belts the world. East 
and west, north and south it lifts ite 
ugly serpentine head. You find it in 
the life of the merchant, you find it 
in the life of the professional man, 
vou find it in the life of the states- 
man. There is no calling—there has 
never been a calling tha®can lay the 
flattering unction to its soul that it's 
free from the fascination and influ- 
ence of its vicious contamination. 

“The scant measure and the bag 
of deceitful weights are found in the 
commercial walks of life. The very 
prevalence of laws such as the pure 
food law upor our statute books is 
evidence in plenty to.the truth of this 
fact. There is not a sport or pas- 
ti ce in existence today that does 
not feel the prevalence and power ol 
it. How pitiable it is to see old gray- 
headed people in the drawing-room 
or on the golf course take advantage 
of the fact that the backs of their 
opponents are turned to do things 
that they would not do before their 
face. 

“Witness the glaring display ad- 
vertisements in our great dailies with 
promises and assurances that every 
sensible, well-informed man knows 
are impossible. 

This is what the prophet had in 
mind as he used the phrase of the 
scant measure and the bag of deceit- 
ful weights. This iniquity 2 found in 
the ethical_walks of ite. Perhaps 
there is no better or more practical 
illustration of it than the employee 
who keeps one eye glued upon the 
clock and the other upon the boss. 
That man cannot in the nature of 
things render to the one who pays 
him a just and adequate return for 
the wages he receives. 

“Then lastly, we find this scant 
measure and the bag of deceitful 
weights in the religious walks of life, 
I am not now thinking of the failure 
of many to express fully the thoughts 
which secretly they subscribe to. JF 
have before me merely the unwill- 
ingnese of the multitude to live 
up in their practice to the measure 
of what God has every reason to ex- 
pect of them. 

“Let us think of our life of service. 
Are we using our talents as we 
ought? Let us think of the use of our 
wealth. Are we giving to God and 
his work in the church in the degree 
that we ought? Many faults and im- 
perfections mar the relationship of 
man to God. These are more glaring, 
more reprehensible, more inexcus- 
able than the scant measure and the 
bag of decettful weights, 

“Last week a great Christian lead- 

er visited this city. He told us of his 
work in the sister republic of China 
across the sea. He descrbed his mes- 
sage to the great body of university 
students whom he was privileged to 
address. Gathered in one word that 
message was this: The only hope of 
China is in Jesus Christ. That is 
true on this side of the Pacific as it 
is on the other. The only hope of the 
United States is in Jesus Christ. He 
is the great power, the great dynamic 
of God unto sa‘vation. 
“Let us open our hearts to receive 
Him for if Christ be a resident in our 
hearts then it must follow that as 
He is so shall we be tn the world.” 


REV. BYRON H. WILSON. 
HIGHLAND PARK CHURCH. 
HAPPINESS IS NOT TO BE FOUND In 
EXTERNAL THINGS, BUT IN NES 
OWN HEART. 

At the Highland Park Methodist 
Episcopal Church yesterday the 
pastor, Rev. Byron II. Wilson, 
preached on “The Price of Happi- 
ness.” Text, Provinces iii: 

“Happy is the man that 


standing.” He said in part: 

“The time and strength of hu- 
manity with the wealth of the world 
is being spent in the fruitless search 
for happiness. Pope declares hap- 
piness to be our being'’s aim and end. 
This may be a poetic exaggeration, 
yet experience teaches us that hap- 
piness is universally sought and sel- 
dom found. The oft-mistaken multi- 
tudes continue here to blunder, for. 
happiness is not made of concrete 
external things, 
ditions. It depends upon the sub- 
jective and not upon the objective. 
it is within and not without. 

Tu never to be bought, but al- 
ways free 

And fied from monarchs St. John! 
dwelis with thee.’ 

“We say that the fountain of im- 
mortal youth was never found, yet ev- 
ery man may have it eternally spring- 
ing up in his own soul. The eastern 
legend runs that one discontented 
covetous man sold his beautiful home 
and went in search of diamond mines 
only at last to return old and broken 
to find that the richest diamond mine 
of the world has been discovered in 
his own door yard. 80 we spend 
our time in search for happiness 
when we need only to open its hidden 
wells in our own souls. Some break 
the Sabbath; some drain the cup of 
intemperance; some go the way of 
over work and worry while others 
search in the paths of idleness and 
ease. But all of these weary search- 
ers must finally return disappointed 
and broken to find that others ig- 
norant of all these false paths have 
come into possession of what they 
failed to find. 

“The price of happiness ie the price 
of culture and the goal of culture 
ie found in Christ the Lord. Our 
text plainly teaches that happiness 
is not reached by the lazy wing of 
desire, but that it Hes in the path 
of wisdom and understanding. To- 
day the strict discipline of the school 
is hard for the boy to understand; 
he rebels in his heart against it. 
Fifty years later we find him im- 
mortalizing the name of his strictest 
teacher with eulogy and blessing. We 
read our happiness today in the tears 
that fell upon our lesson books of 
long ago. The spolit child is the 
product of poor discipline. Some one 
has said that we may grow into the 
likeness of God, but there is every- 
thing for us to learn and do before 
we arrive. The Supreme Teacher of 
the process and discipline of life pro- 
nounced bleasedness upon the poor 
in spirit, the meek, the merciful and 
the pure in heart, all of which are. 
the ripe fruits of true heart culture. 
We find him living his sermon as 
he stoops to wash the tired feet of 
another or to lift the load of a fel- 
low-traveler. The price of the throne 
may be the cross, but here is hap- 
piness.”

DISCIPLES WHO DARE AND CONDITIONS 
THEY ARE 8 UPON TO 


“The beginning of the paragraph 
which leads up to St. Luke xiv:33 
reads: ‘Now there went with Jesus 
great multitudes and he turned afd 
said unto them, if any man cometh 
unto me and hateth not his own 


father and mother and wife and chil- 
dren and brethren nd sisters, yea, 
and his own life, also, de cannot be 
my disciple. So therefor. whosoever 
he be of you that renounceth not all 
that he hath he cannot be my dis- 
ciple.’ 

“I make no apalogy for these words, 
for they are the words of Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God. I make no effort to 
explain them, to modify them, to 
change them, to suit your comfort or 
my ease. 

“His words come to us today with 
the same authority that they found 
entrance to the minds of the disciples 
centuries ago. Here are absolute re- 
quirements for discipleship and we 
are face to face, you and I. with our 
deepest and highest spiritual prob- 
lems. Jesus did not look for disciples 
in His day. He had multitudes of 
disciples. A vast multitude followed 
him. At this time he was engaged in 
the most wonderful journey which 
was ever made in the world. 

“He knew that the multitudes were 
following Him for the sake of the 
loaves and fishes; that they were in- 
terested in Him because the blind re- 
ceived their sight, because the lepers 
were cleansed, because they were 
made strong again, and He knew as 
we are learning in this distant day. 
He knew with His marvelous moral 
insight, that all these humanitarian 
ministries would never establish the 
kingdom of God among men; it would 
never relieve men from evil, sin, self- 
ishness, and that is the big business 
which He had on His heart. 

“So there came a time, a turning 
point, a moral crisis in the life of 
Jesus when He saw that the great 
multitudes which followed Him were 
after all not fulfilling the high pur-. 
pose for which He came into the 
world. And He began forthwith to 
make the conditions of discipleship 
with Him so hard, so tragic, that it 
is said that after that many of the 
disciples walked no more with Him. 


I sometimes wonder whether the 
multitudes who are the disciples of 
Jesus today, because discipleship with 
Him means a finer kind of a life and 
& measure of immunity against sor- 
row and freedom from evil and at- 
tainment of happiness and comfort 
and spiritual joy—I am wondering if 
the multitudes who today are the dis- 
ciples of Jesus in this fashion and for 
their own supreme advantage are 
after all very much better than the 
multitudes who followed Jesus in His 
own day, and who were so -anxious 
to be friends with Him, but who had 
nothing to give in the fellowship of 
sacrifice. There is something in this 
experience of Jesus long centuries 
ago with the careless and half-hearted 
disciples who thronged Him by the 
multitude, for you and me to think 
about and pray about and I suspect, 
repent about.”

“Religion in the Home” was the 
subject of Rev. Charles C. Selecman’s 
sermon at the . Thinity Methodist 
Church, last night. He said in part: 

“Piety is at its best when it is at 
home, in the home. The throne and 
the crown of religion is the Christian 
home. But let us define our terms. 
What is a home? A house is not neces- 
sarily a home. A very good house 
may be a very poor home: and a very 
poor house may be a very good home. 
The peril of our modern day is the 
decadence of the home. 

“The hasty, ill-advised marriage: 
the equally hasty, ill-advised divorce; 
the artificial conditions of apartment- 
house life: the pressure of commer- 
cial and social affairs; the deeay of 
the family altar—all these are con- 
spiring to the decay of the pure simple 
home life. 

“Home is a place of authority, but 
in America, the authority of the home 
is breaking down. A noted English- 
man, on visiting our country a few 
years ago, observing the lack of 
parental control, remarked that when 
he returned to America he would not 
be surpri«ed to see the children put- 
ting the old folks to bed.

If 
this appeal is made, and Asquith ignores 
King George's order to dissolve Parliament 
in order that a general election may be 
held, then Asquith’s end will be like that of 
Charles I. The ax will fall and he will be 
voted out of office. 

Up to the present time Asquith has 
treated the men of Ulster as though they 
were a beleaguered garrison suing for 
terms of surrender. The public sentiment, 
however, is drifting toward a general elec- 


tion in May or June next, when the masses 
will decide once and for all whether Ireland | 
to have a Parliament of her own or re- 


united to the British Isles. It is only 
when the Liberal party comes into power 
that the Irish Nationalists really become 
powerful antagonists of the Tories. 
Asquith has made it very clear to the 
people of Ulster that the granting of home 
rule will in no wise injure them, either so-

In 1351 the statute 
was amended, fixing a scale of wages for 
farm hands and for all classes of skilled 
workmen. 

The statute of Edward III. which was 
framed entirely in the interest of employ- 


ers, remained the law for over 200 years, . 


when, in the reign of Elizabeth, it was su- 
perseded by the statute of laborers, which 
is described by James Boyle, in his book 
on “The Minimum Wage,“ as the most his 
toric and complete code regulating industry 
ever enacted. King Edward's statute was 
avowedly for the purpose of compelling la- 
borers and craftsmen to work for a lower 
wage than they demanded, and the general 


purpose of the law was to limit the freedom | 


of action of the work people, while the 
Elizabethan statute had for its object the 
amelioration of the hard condition of the 
work people. 

This act regulated the terms of service, 
the hours of labor and the fixing of wages 
by the justices of the peace, and had minute 
provisions respecting every phase of the 
employmest of servants, laborers, appre 
tices and skilled workmen.

CHICKEN THIEVES CAUGHT. 


Fast Automobiles Figure in Arrest 
of Men Who Are Charged with Hen- 
Roost Exploitation. 

[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 

ONTARIO, March 22.—A_twenty- 
mile dash at a sixty-mile-an-hour 
clip im the small hours this morning 
resulted in the capture by Ontario 
and Pomona officers of three mem- 
bers of what is thought to be one 
of the most notorious organized gangs 
of chicken thieves ever to operate in 
Southern California. 

For months the ranchers of this 
section have been terrorized by men 
who swooped silently down on their 
hen roosts in the dead of night, load- 
ed their automobiles and slipped 
quietly away, carrying with them the 
choicest fowls of the pen. Ranchers 
hereabouts reckon their losses in this 
manner in the past few months at 
between $2000 and $3000. 

The victims chosen by the thieves 
last night were ranchers to the south 
of this city and in the Chino ranch 
section, but there were just two things 
with which they had not reckoned— 
a squawking hen and a sleepless ranch? 
er and it was these two things which 
led to their capture after they had 
defied the police of this section for 
weeks. 

So many visitations upon their 
chicken coops of late have caused 
the ranchers to be on the alert, and 
when about 3 o'clock this morning, 
J. H. Beckley heard a squawk and 
the grating of the door to his chicken 
pen, the first thing he though of was 
thieves and reached the door just 
in time to see a man hurry some of 
his fowls into a waiting motor car 
and glide silently away. After firing 
three shots after the departing ma- 
chine, Beckley called the Ontario po- 


The local officers called the Po- 
mona police to be on the lookout 
and Motor Officer J. P. Brogan set 
out in a hurry on his motorcycle. 
Beyond Pomona, Brogan was joined 
by Officers H. P. Tracey and F. 0. 
Slanker in an automobile, and the 
three, heavily armed, hastened their 
speed when informed by a Chinaman 
on the Valley boulevard that he had 
met two automobiles carrying crates 
loaded with chickens. 

One machine with a crate bullt on 
behind and occupied by two men, 
was overtaken, while the second, a 
Stevens-Duryea, similarly construct- 
ed with crate for the fowls, was 
caught near Bassett, but not until one 
of its occupants had made good his 
escape in a walnut grove. 

The two machines and three men 
were brought back to Pomona, where 
practically all of the fowls have been 
identified by ranchers. The men who 
occupied the machines refuse to give 
their names. The officers believe the 
headquarters of the gang to be Los 
Angeles. 

Among the ranchers who lost 
chickens last night were J. H. Beck- 
ley, John Jayman, M. Fitz and Mrs. 
F. Ferguson. Mrs. Ferguson alone 
lost seventy fowls, the total number 
in — two machines being close to 
150.

Beatrice Nichols as 
the show girl lacks something in de- 
sign though not in flavor, and Miss 
Paley as the girl of the country boy's 
affections is much sweeter than she 
is forceful. She has rather too much 
support from Thomas McLarnie as 
the father and too little from George 
Rand as his secretary, although the 
latter is an ungrateful part to at- 
tempt. Miss Winifred Bryson, as the 
embryo prima donna, has a neat part, 
done captivatingly and Vivian Bryson 
is a picturesque colored waitress. Wal- 
ter Catlett as Weinstein has a unique 
opportunity and he gets away with 
it. He puts so much into the part 
that he makes it another reason why 
the men of this cast far overshadow 
the women. Miss Oberle as Wilson's 
mother fits the part comfortably, but 
none of the women seem to get any 
color or life in their work. 

Nevertheless, my verdict is in favor 
of “The Country Boy” on many counts.

Opposition to Flood-Waters 
Scheme Around Newport. 


Fears Premature, According 
to Plan’s Backers. 


— — 


Union of All Interests May 
Form a Compromise. 


Projects to extract the teeth from 
the yearly-recurrent assaults of the 
storm waters by dredging a channel 
to connect the Los Angeles and Rio 
Hendo Rivers for the discharge of 
their surplus flow into Alamitos Bay 
by way of New River, has struck a 
responsive chord in many breasts and 
has stirred up opposition in others. 

Not only are various organizations 

lining up to assure the long-desired 
taming of the Los Angeles and Rio 
Hondo Rivers, but indications are that 
the storm-affected along the capri- 
cious Santa Ana River will also take 
steps to prevent the devastation of 
fertile acres, and consequent large 
property losses by the winter flood 
waters of that stream. 
As in all cases, one man's meat is 
another man's poison. Therefore, op- 
position to the plan fostered by Capt. 
Fredericks for the control of the 
flood-waters of the Los Angeles and 
Rio Hondo Rivers is developing in 
the Alamitouw Bay country. Some are 
opposing the plan cause they fear 
t the concent discharge of 
the waters of these rivers into Ala- 
mitos Bay will Vastly extend their 
western doorstep by siltage. Others 
are apprehensive that the plan win 
work evil by making them the prey 
to the floud trouble caused not by 
one river, but by three. 

Their fears are not perhaps gcround- 
leas, but they are premature, accord- 
ing to the backers of the plan. The 
government, in all probability, will be 
chiefly interested. This will assure 
at least thorough consideration of all! 
During the re- 
cent floods, for instance, a vast area 
of Los Angeles harbor became little 
more than mud flats through the si!t 
‘carried doWn the Los Angeles River. 
Dredging work on which thousands of 
dollars will be expended is now un- 
der way. 

The city’s interest in the project is 
self-evident; the county's interest is 
assured by the fact that thousands of 
the most fertile acres to the south 
were inundated in the recent ‘floods, 
persons driven from their homes, and 
— 2 property loss sustained. The 
e is not yet, for much valuable 
acreage was ruined by the fact that 
top soll was carried away for deposit 
in the harbor. 

City Engineer Hamlin has a plan 
for river handling in the city. He 
would grasp the river at the Buena 
Vista-street bridge and conduct it 
through a concrete trough to Ninth 
street, where it could go on its way 
rejoicing. The cost would be about 
$800,000, which sum would provide a 
concrete gutter, 690 feet in width,
